BABY’S BODY BURIED 


. IN GARDEN. 


THREE RELATIVES IN 
THE DOCK.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE Sigs gar 

Brigid Dufty, Mary Charity and George 
Charity, all of Mill street, Dundalk, were in- 
dicted for the murder of an infant child, of 
which Bridget Duffy was the mother. ‘Lhe 
offence was alleged to have becn committed 
on the 9th December last. i 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 


,R.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solici- 


tor), prosecuted; while Mr. A. Lynn (in- 


‘structed by Mr. P. O'Hagan, Dundalk) was 


assigned for the defence. , 

Mr. Carrigan said that the three accused 
were related and lived together in a small 
tenement. From information reeeived the 
police visited the house and inquired re- 
garding a rumour that had reached them of 
the birth of a child, of which Brigid Duffy-— 
who was a widow—was the mother. The 
accused indignantly denied the truth of the 
statement, but the police examined the 
garden, and in it they found the dead body 
of a newly-born, healthy child. George 
Charity admitted that he had -buried it, 
but said that the child was dead at the 
time. From the medical evidence, however, 
it might well have been that the child was 
actually buried alive and suffocated. 

BURIED BY BROTHER. 

Sergeant Rahilly, Dundalk, in reply to Mr. 
Lavery, said that when Brigid Duffy denied 
that a child had been born he asked her 
whether she would be willing to be examined 
by a doctor, and she replied that she would 
not. In the garden the witness and another 
pchee officer found in a hole a bundle con- 
taining the body of a newly-born infant, 
with the face down. He returned to the 
house, leaving the body where he found it, 
and he heard Mary Charity saying: ‘‘ Oh, 
what will we do?” Mrs. Charity then came 
out, wringing her hands. He asked Brigid 
Dufiy whether she knew anything about 
this, and she said: “ The child was mine. 
I think it was alive when born ”; and again 
she said: ‘* For God's sake, sergeant, keep 
it, quiet; for it is the first time it hap- 
pened,’’ and then: *‘ It was not I who buried 
it.’ When George Charity came along 
Brigid said: “ There he is; he will tell you 
all about it,” and George then made a state- 
ment, which he signed, having been duly 
cautioned. In the statement he said: ‘‘ After 
the child was born it was dead, and I 
buried it in the garden.” Mrs. Mary 
Charity said that about two weeks ago her 
sister gave birth to a child, which was 
dead, and gave the dead body to her brother, 
who buried it. The witness afterwards 
handed the body over to Dr. Wavery and 
Dr. O’Brien, and charged Brigid with the 
murder of her unnamed child. He also 
charged the other two prisoners. 

PRISONER FAINTS. 

Dr. Lavery said that he examined the 
body, which was of a healthy, fully de- 
veloped child. He was certain that it had 
been wrapped up when still alive, and, in 
his opinion, suffocation was the cause of 
death. 

Dumng the cross-examination of the wit- 
ness the prisoner, Brigid Duffy, became 
weak and fainted, and was led from the 
dock. 

The Court adjourned for an hour. 

Subsequently Dr. O'Brien gave corrobora- 
tive evidence, 

Dy. Hugh Grant, examined by Mr. Lynn, 
for the defence, gave evidence showing that 
the stains on the lower lip of the child 
might have been due to postemortem in- 
jury, 

(‘ross-examined, he said that he had not 
seen the child, and spoke from inference of 
the previous evidence. 

Lavery, recalled, said that he believed 
the external injury on the child s face 
ras ante-mortem., 

Mr. Lynn, addressing the jury, said that 
they must approach the case from a reason- 
able point of view. Two of the accused 
really did not come into the case at all, 
and, as to Mrs. Duffy, it was clear that if 
the child was born alive, its death was 
brought about by accidental injuries, and 
not as the result of deliberation. 
MANSLAUGHTER AND CONCEALMENT. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that if the jury 
found that violence was used by one of the 
prisoners in the presence, or with the ap- 
proval, of the others, then all three were 
equally guilty. In this case all the accused 
appeared to have lived together, the hand 
of the male prisoner being the hand ‘that 
buried the child, and the jury might draw 
their inference from the fact that none of 
the accused had been examined. There was 
the possible alternative of manslaughter, but 
that would involve the question of criminal 
negligence, of which there was no evidence. 
Another alternative might be concealment 
of birth; but that was certainly out of the 
case. 

After an hour’s absence the jury returned 
with the verdicts:—Brigid Duffy, guilty of 
manslaughter; Mary Charity, guilty of man- 
slaughter, and George Charity, guilty of 
concealment of birth. 

The prisoners were put back.

Dillon said that, except for the flooring, 
nothing had been done to the place. Drainage 
had been attended to by nh ww of the local 
authorities, but there were slates off the roof. 
Turner had a better house at present. No- 
body had ever entered the place near his 
lodge. They did get in at other parts of 
the property, and he saw timber being taken. 
He had not paid rent since the Wth July 
last. when he made a claim to have a standard 
rent fixed. He was not tied to the place in 
anv way. 

Judge Roche said that he thought it would

Gaussen v. Ells and same v. same, from a 
judgment of Mr. Justice Johnston on ques- 
tions arising on the construction of the will 
éf the late Sir William “McMahon. Bart., 
Master of the Rolls in Ireland from 1814 to 
1837, who died in 1873, leaving real and 
personal ‘property amountin to about 
£250,000, including two lan estates—one 
in Tyrone and one in Clare. 

In his ‘will, which had been remodelled ty 
a special private Act of Parliament, the 
testator divided all his property among his 
widow ‘and five sons and three daughters, 
directing the trustees to receive the whole 
income, rents and profits, and pay a jointur 
of £1,200 a year to his widow, and £1, 


son, Beresford Burton, and his son, William 
John. ! 

The rents and profits were to be applied to- 
wards paying off the legacies to the younger 
children; and of the surplus £1,200 a year 
was to be set aside each year during the life 
ef Beresford Burton McMahon for an accumu- 
lated fund to purchase any eligible property 
for sale in Tyrone, the remainder to be 
divided equally amongst the children living 
at the testator’s death. 

As the accumulation ceased on the death of 
the eldest son, the limitations in the will 
about .the accummulated fund came into 
operation. There was also a clause relating 
to trusts and remainders with reference to the 
testator’s daughters, etc., the ultimate re- 
mainder being to the. testator’s right heirs 
for ever. The trustees and executors of the 
will of Thomas Ellis claimed the Tyrone and 
Clare estates, contending that cross-remainders 
for life and entail male between the testator's 
daughters and their respective issue male 
should be read into the will. 

The arguments in the case were chietiy 
directed to the question as to whether the 
accumulated fund for the purchase of the 
lands mentioned was real or personal property 
under the circumstances. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Bowen (in- 
structed by Messrs. French and French) ap- 
peared) for the appellant, C. V. Smith; Mr. 
Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by 
Mr. W. A. Ingram) for the appellants, Louisa 
D. Elllis, William Ellis and F. P. Ellis; Mr. 
G. Walker, K.C.; Mr. McCann, K.C., and 
Mr. Macrory (instructed by Mr. C. O’Brien) 
for the appellants, Charlotte Stuart and 
Caroline Wilhelmina Percival; and Mr. A. 
Meredith, K.C., and Mr. Chadwick (instructed 
hy Mr. R. Douglas) for the respondents and 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., pointed out that under 
the trust created under the will and all the 
documents subsequent to the date of the dis- 
entailing deed and the settlement, as well! as 
in the Statute, the accumulated fund had 
been described as real estate. The trust in 
the ‘vill was imperative—the thing had to 
be done; and there was no descretion about 
it at all. ‘The trust was recognised, and there 
was no necessily for getting rid of it. 
There was no evidence of any intention to get 
rid of the trust to invest in land. That was 
recognised, and left in its original position 
under the will. 

The question of whether the fund was real 
or personal estate had heen argued there at 
considerable length, and he submitted that 
his contention on the subject had not been 
displaced, In a case where money had been 
set apart for the purchase of freehold lands, 
the only way in which it could be properly 
regarded was as real estate, and in this case 
it had heen directed that. the money should 
be invested in the purchase of land and re- 
settled. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., dealing with the sub- 
ject of cross-remainders, submitted that if the 
arguments of Mr. Jellett and Mr. Poole were 
adopted by the Court, and acted upon, the 
result would be a total nullification of the 
real intention of the parties in the case. 

The Court reserved judgment.

ACTION AGAINST SHIPOWNER. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON. AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAW.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Peter Kava- 
nagh, of the firm of Messrs. John Cullen and 
Co., East Wall, Dublin, against Messrs. 
Michael Murphy and Co., Ltd., steamship 
owners, 3 Beresford place, Dublin, appealed 
from an order, made by Mr. Justice Hanna 
in the High Court, transferring the action for 
trial to the Circuit Court, as sought by the 

defendants. 

The action had been brought to recover 
damages for personal injuries sustained by 
the plaintiff while superintending the loading 
of certain goods into the plaintiffs’ lorries in 
the defendants’ store at the South Wall, 
through the alleged negligence of the defen- 
dants’ servants in the management of a 
truck, on the 8th of November last. 

The plaintiff, it appeared, was brought to 
Jervis Street Hospital after the accident, and 
was subsequently taken to his home on the 
same date, and was under medical treatment 
for some time. Though there had been no 
fracture of bones owing to having been struck 
by the truck, according to the medical 
evidence, it was uncertain whether his in- 
juries might not have a permanent effect on 
account of his age. 

The Court allowed the appeal, retaining 
the action in the High Court, the costs of 
both ;arties to be costs in the cause.

CLAIM OF MAN PRESUMED TO BE 


DEAD. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In a case of Majoram v. Glynn, 

Mr. Matheson (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
Duggan) applied on behalf of James Glynn, of 
Cincinatti, Ohio, for an order declaring that 
he was the heir-at-law of property which 
consists of freehold rents issuing out of 
premises in Sackville street, and Duke lane, 
Dublin. “This,” said counsel, ‘‘1s an ap- 
plication from a man in America for liberty 
to return from the dead to the land of the 
living.”’ The property originally belonged 
to Elizabeth Poole, who died in February, 1882, 
when it passed to Sarah Numan, who died 
in September, 1886. By an order dated 25rd 
January, 1923, it was directed that an inqtiry 
be made as to who was heir-at-law of Sarah 
Numan, deceased, and advertisements re- 
quiring the heir-at-law to prove his claim 
by 25th June, 1924, were published in che 
New York Herald, Austrahan and English 
newspapers, but no claim was entered, and 
William Glynn, of Kingsborough, Fortal, 
Birr, the defendant in the suit, was declared 
heir-at-law. James Glynn, a man eighty 
years of age, residing at Ohio, who had been 
presumed dead, now came forward and asked 
to be declared the heir. at-law. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that there was 
no doubt that James Glynn was the heir-at- 
law. He would make an order discharging 
his previous order presunung James Glynn 
dead, and would adjourn the matter for a 
fortnight to permit of the question of James 
Glynn's identity being looked into.

EXCITING TIME FOR THEATRE

OPEN CHAMPIONSHIP SHOW 
IN DUBLIN. 


On to-morrow and Thursday the Irish Fur 
and Wool Breeders’ Association will Stage, at 
the Metropolitan Hall, Lower Abbey street. 
Dubbn, au open championship show, which 
will be devoted solely to rabbits and cavies. 
Jt is some years since we have had in 
Ireland a show dealing exclusively with 
rabbits, so that the interest displayed, as 
evidenced by the number of entries and the 
Jetrand for tickets, is understandable on that 
ground alone. But the Association has not 
heen content to rely for patronage simply on 
the fact that they are niling a long-felt want 
of rabbit breeders. On the contrarv, a 
vigorous campaign has been conducted with 
the object of interesting the man in the 
street; fer rabbit-breeding is vow far more 
of an industry than w “ faney,”” and un 
to-morrow night a lantern lecture on 
“ Angora Rabbit Farming ” will be delivered 
by Or. J. B. McDougall, a recognised 
authority on the breed. Dr. MeDovgal! has 
twice visited Treland beiore, on each occasion 
as a playing member of the Scottish inter- 
national sides in 19)4 and 1921. 

Dr. McDougall will judge the Angora 
classes at the show, while the fur breeds 
will be under the jurisdiction of Mr. F. B. 
Roberts, Secretary of the National Chinchilla 
Club, and one of the foremost judges in 
England to-day. Of the total entries, amount- 
ing to 485, Mr. Roberts will have to judge 
approximately 340, the remainder falling to 
Dr. McDougall.

Then it was found that expo- 
sure to direct sunlight both prevented and 
cured ricketéy as effectively as did the 
addition of substances containing Vitamin 
D to the children's food H and now has 
come the interesting diseovery that by 
exposing a certain substance known as 
eryosterol—which is present in the skin of 
ourselves and our children, as well as 
widely throughout nature—to the impact 
of the ultra-violet rays of light, Vitamin 
D cam-be commercially produced. Sach a

Sir John Lavery’s Gift to Belfast : 
A Northern Minister's Retort : 


St. Valentine's Day. 


The 14th February is, by an almost 
immemorial custom, connected with St. 
Valentine. Little is known of this saint, 
once so celebrated among young people. of 
former generations, for the cultivation of 
the valentine has fallen into neglect ; 
but according to the Roman legend he 
was a presbyter and martyr at Rome 
under Claudius. About the middle of the 
nineteenth century the Post Office. must 
have derived a considerable increase of 
revenue from the writing of valentines. 
It was computed that two hundred 
thousand letters beyond the daily average 
passed annually through the two-penny 
Post Office in London on St. Valentine's 
Day. These missives usually took the 
form of poetical effusions, but sometimes 
costly gilts were given. 

In the reign of Charles IJ. his brother 
James gave a jewel of the value of £800 
to Miss Stewart; and Pepys remarked 
how much he himself was out of pocket 
through making presents to his “ valen- 
tines.’ Many pretty poems and sonnets 
have been written in praise of the lovers’ 
saint, but, after all, he has, perhaps, been 
most effectively celebrated in prose in a 
delightful essay by Charles Lamb on St. 
Valentine s Day.

The Hoey Centenary. 


By the way, this year is the centenary 
of the birth of John Cashel Hoey—an 
lvishman ‘of remarkable talent. He was 
the eldest son of Mr. Cashel Hoey, Dun- 
dalk. sometime of Charleston, Sonth 
Carolina, and was born in the former 
town in 1828. He was one of the many 
young men of literary talent who were 
attracted by the ‘‘ Young Ireland ’’ move- 
ment, and gave his adhesion to that party 
just on the eve of the outbreak of 1848. 
When, in the following year, the sup- 
pressed Nation was revived by Sir Charles 
Gavan Dufiy, Hoey became chief of the 
staff. Subsequently he became joint 
proprietor ; and when Sir Charles went to 
Australia he occupied the editorial chair. 

In 1858 he disposed of his interest in 
the paper to Mr. A. M. Sullivan, and was 
called to the English Bar in 1861. He 
becamé associated with Mr. W. G. Ward, 
editor of the Dublin Review, in 1865, and 
maintained his connection with that 
remarkable journal up to 1879. He then 
entered on an official career, becoming a 
member of the Board of Advice in London 
far the Colony of Victoria. He also filled 
the post of Secretary to the Agents 
General for Victona and New Zealand. 
It is to be regretted that his periodical 
writings were never collected. His essays 
abound in brilliant passages, picturesque 
descriptions, and a biting sarcasm. 


A Veteran Judge. 


Some time ago I called attention to the 
longevity cf judges. Lord Atkinson, the 
Irish Lord of Appeal, who has just 
retired, is one of the best examples of 
judicial longevity. He eighty-three 
years of age, and was called to the Bar 
sixty-two years ago. Since his promotion 
to the House of Lords twenty-three years 
ago he has been absent from his judicial 
sittings, for health reasons, on four occa- 
sions only, and on each of them his 
absence lasted only a day. 

Lord Atkinson has preserved in a re- 
markable manner the vigour’ which 
characterised him in middle life. When 
he was Attorney-General for Ireland he 
was one of the most forceful speakers in 
the House of Commons, with little sugges 
tion of the lawyer about him, and he had 
a great affection for driving home his 
arguinents with repeated and energetic 
finger tappings on the despatch box in 
front of him. :

A lady friend who recently returned 
from the winter sports in Switzerland tells 
me that the Customs examination at the 
Channel ports is far stricter since the im- 
position of the silk and lace taxes. 

The officials certainly are very polite, 
but they are very thorough in their exami- 
nation of baggage. They appear to be 
particularly "hae on searching for 
smuggled silk articles of wearing apparel. 
They also direct special attention to rugs 
and overcoats which are apparently care- 
lessly thrown across the arms of passengers. 
It seems that a scrutiny of these items and 
chubby umbrellas has resulted in some 
valuable seizures. 

During the past few months several 
women have been fined very heavily for 
smuggling silk goods from France, Their 
plen that they wore the goods abroad dil 
not appeal to the magistrate. According 
to British and Irish law, dutiable goods 
which are purchased or obtained abroad 
must be declared and produced to the 
Customs officers.

Notwithstanding many changes in the 
nomenclature of Free State Court officers, 
a fow with a traditional ring remain. 
One of these is that of Master Horan. I

OPERATIONS IN 
PALESTINE. 


NEW VOLUME OF OFFICIAL 
WAR HISTORY. 


— 


RISH readers in general, during dnd 
- since the Great War, have given com- 
paratively small heed to the course of 
military operations in Egypt and Pales- 
tine, for no Irish regiment was engaged in 
them. One smal] incident alone attracted 
attention in Ireland—the torpedoing of 
the Tara (which had been a popular boat 
on the Holyhead-Kingstown cross-Channel 
service before the war) and the thrilling 
rescue of her captain and crew, who had 
fallen into the hands of Senussi tribesmen, 
then hostile. 

In the official history (Military Opera- 
tions: Egypt and Palestine—From the 
Outbreak of War with Germany to June, 
1917. Compiled by Lieutenant-General Sir 
George MacMunn and Captain Cyril Falls. 
Published by H.M. Stationery Office. 
Price 12s. 6d. net) no attempt is made to 
exaggerate the importance of these opera- 
tions; but they had various interestin 
phases. At times the operations were o 
vital concern, because of Egypt’s place on 
the line of communication with India and 
the East; and in the end the operations 
in Palestine contributed one of the most 
decisive factors in the final breaking-up of 
enemy resistance. The latter stage of the 
operations does not come within the scope 
of the present volume, which ‘concludes 
with the recall of Sir Archibald Murray 
to make way for General Allenby. 


EARLY PHASES. 


‘This first volume is concerned with the 
defence of Egypt against invasion, both 
against the Turks from the East, and their 
allies, the tribesmen of the Western Desert 
who fought under the banner of the 
Senussi; with the period when Egypt 
formed the base of the Gallipoli campaign, 
with the concentration of the Mediter- 
ranean Expeditionary Force in Egypt 
after Gallipoli’s evacuation, with the ad- 
vance to the Turkish frontier and the 
expulsion of the enemy from Sinai 
Peninsula, and with the First and Second 
Battles of Gaza. It includes also the 
earlier stages of the Arab campaign 
against the Turks in the Hejaz. , 

For the first fifteen months of war with 
Turkey the defence of the Suez Canal was 
conducted by Sir John Maxwell, perforce, 
upon its banks. There followed the phase 
of the first months of 1916, when an 
elaborate system of more distant defence 
was constructed. The third phase was a 
natural development of the second. The 
advance into Sinai was made with the sole 
object of occupying the Qatiya, in order to 
deny that area and its water to the enemy. 
There followed a check inflicted by the 
enemy at Qatiya, and an attack by a 
Turkish expeditionary force at Romani. 
‘That apparently fcolhardy venture, 
undertaken against heayy odds, was, in 
fact, a dangerous threat to the British,” the 
coinpilers remark, in the excellent review 
of the period in their concluding chapter. 
'“ In the climatie conditions the Turkish 
infantryman was a most formidable foe, 
because the sun and the desert were his 
allies. Its complete defeat definitively 
the of the initiative.”’

CONQUERING THE DESERT. 


Then the British advance was continued 
towards El Arish, still with no intention 
of invading Palestine, but in accordance 
wilh the principle enunciated by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief that “ the true base of the 
defensive zone of Egypt against invasion 
fiom the East was not the 80 or 90 miles 
of the canal zone, but the 45 miles between 
EK! Arish and El Kossaima.”’ 

In this phase—again to quote the com- 
pilers’ summary—the desert itself was for 
the moment the most serious opponent to 
be met and conquered. For the time it was 
an ‘‘engineer’s war,” and, as they say, 
‘typically British: resolute in the ex- 
treme, pursued with great material 
resources, and without limit as to cost. 
No difficulties called a halt, scarce even a 
pause. The rails and piping were drawn 
from the four continents of Europe, Asia, 
\frica and America—that is, from the 
home country, from India, from Egypt 
herself, and from the United States. The 
objective was attained by the year’s end, 
and then, the enemy being again within 
striking reath, heavy blows were struck 
with the mobile forces at Magdheba and 
Rafah.’”’ 

Then came 


, 


the Turks' withdrawal to 
Gaza, and, in consequence of the 
Commander-in-Chief’s anxiety to bring 
the enemy to action and prevent them 
from avoiding contact again, the First 
Battle of Gaza. Of the next development 
the compilers write carefully, for it in- 
volves a question of responsibility, as 
between the Commander-in-Chief on the 
one hand and the Imperial War Cabinet 
on the other, for the disappointment felt 
at the result of the Second Battle of 
Gaza. 


CONTROVERSIAL MATTER. 


The Cabinet, it seems to be suggested, 
jumped to the conclusion after First Gaza 
that the Turks were on the run and could 
be smashed. Sir Archibald Murray had 
stated that additional forces would be 
necessary for a decisive campaign, and 
had warned the Cabinet that, should the 
enemy hold a series of strong positions, 
heavy fighting and serious losses must be 
expected ; but it is suggested here that Sir 
Archibald Murray’s reports after First 
Gaza gave the Cabinet excuse for 
optimism. ‘‘ The War Cabinet believed 
that he was in a position to defeat the 
enemy, and was naturally eager for a 
success to give new heart to the people 
at home, strained and made uneasy by 
the cost and apparently meagre results 
of the offensive on the Western Front, 
He was urged to conduct offensive opera- 
tions with the greatest possible vigour.”’ 

The enemy had been able, however, to 
prepare strong defensive positions, and 
Second Gaza resulted in a check to the 
progress desired by the Cabinet. Sir 
Archibald Murray was recalled. The 
compilers’ statement indicates their sym- 
pathy with the soldier. ‘‘ Like the com-

worth. The thought, however, is not far- 
fetched, for Sammons, rising to the height of 
all his opportunities, has grown in recen t 
years into an imposing figure among violinists 
of the rirtuoso class, and, as it happens, his 
style and temperament seem to be those which 
we recognise in Kreisler. It would almost 
seem, indeed, as though he deliberately were 
claiming the succession, for it is Kreisler’s 
repertory that he is making also his own. 

The recitals at Ballsbridge yesterday en- 
abled members of the Royal Dublin Society 
to form their own judgment of Sammons, For 
once in a way, the evening programme was 
the more severe. True, the afternoon pro- 
gramme contained the Vitali Chaconne as reé- 
presentative of the old school of violin musie, 
which requires a special training for its ap- 
preciation; but, surely, the wistful beauty of 
the Elger Sonata, one of the most lovable 
works ever written for violin and piano, must 
have suffused a glow of romantic charm over 
the whole afternoon’s impressions. The 
Sonata of Brahms, at the opening of the pro- 
gramme, would have been a good starter of 
warm impressions, for Brahms is not the dry- 
as-dust some commentators would suggest, 
and moves pleasantly in such a well-estab- 
lished form as the violin sonata. 

As an example of Beethoven's music in 
that form, the Sonate in C, with which the 
evening programme began, was a useful 
change from the more frequently played 
‘ Kreutzer."’ Here it is time to mention Mrs. 
Ethel Hobday, who was entitled to share 
honours with the violinist in the four sonatas 
played in the course of the day. In none of 
these works was the pianoforte part secondary 
to that ot the violin, and it was a matter for 
satisfaction to see Mra, Hobday’s name on the 
programme. We are familiar with her work 
as a pianist in concerted music from her ap- 
yearances on various occasions with 
Felly D’Aranyi and other eminent per: 
formers. It follows that we listened 
to some discriminating accompaniment work 
in the other pieces as well as sound balancing 
of her part with that of the violinist’s in the 
sonatas. Mrs.. Holiday has a full sense of all 
the implications of concerted music. . 

The beautiful sonata of Delius, which, Í 
think, has not been performed in Dublin 
before, suggests a looking up of references to 
find the respective dates of composition of 
this and and certain Elgar works, which 
contain some very similar themes. In spirit, 
too, there is a likeness between the lius 
Sonata and that of Elgar, Strange it seems 
that the Yorkshire-born musician of foreign 
extraction, who worked out his musical pre- 

aration from text-books and scores studied 
in loneliness on a Jamaica plantation (whither 
he. had gone to evade the commercial career 
intended for him) should have written music 
which so far as it can be put in a class must 
rank with that of the new English school. 
The strangeness is increased when it is re- 
membered that for many yéars past he has 
lived in Fiance. 

The performance of the Delius work was 
delighttul. The music is as congenial w 
Sanimons as Elgar's undoubtedly is, 1 did 
rot hear him in the Elgar sonata yesterday, 
but 1 have heard him play the Elgar concerty; 
and it was alter thet hearing that I began to 
think of Sammons as promising sucession to 
Kreisler. 

Of Sammons’s technical efficiency there was 
ainple demonstration in the three unaceom- 
panied works placed in the evening pro- 
gramme. li was interesting to note the 
agreement, in spirit of Kreisler s Introduction 
and Scherzo Caprice, full of devices that were 
not in the thought of pre-Paganini writers, 
with the examples of Tartini and Bach im 
the same group. The final group showed us 
more of the violinist’s skill—above all, his 
Kreisler-like clinging to good tone-quality no 
matter what the distraction—and also 
demonstrated the charm and variety of 
musical effects of which the violin is capable

From Ovr Specrat CORRESPONDENT 
CORK, Monday. 

The question of ‘a Yeduction in the export 
dues on ‘cattle, pigs and sheep at the port 
here again came up for discussion at to-day’s 
meeting of the Harbour Commissioners, Law 
and Finance Committee.

Under this measure 
the Board. in addition to seeking intended 
borrowing powers for continuation of several 
improvement schemes in operation at the port, 
also desires power to increase their tonnage 
dues.

Should anything happgn to our 
mercantile marine, in a short time the spectre 
of famine would raise its ugly head, and 
stalk through the length and breadth of our 
land The bare necessities of life are not 
only seaborne, but the luxuries as well. Our 
tea and sugar, our coffee-—and fruit, and 
countless other things are brought to us by 
these ' waggoners of the ocean,’’ and while 
we enjoy them in the midst of congenial 
surroundings, those who bring them to ns 
see little of the joys and pleasures of home 
and home life. 

The gales that swept our coast this year 
have taken a heavy toll of ou~ seamen, and, 
severe as the fignt has been for life afloat, 
it is no more severe than the fight for 
character ashore. When: the war was on, 
people, touched by the sacrifices of our 
sailors, made themselves familiar with their 
needs and attempted to supply them. From 
this spirit of sacrifice sprang the Dublin 
Seamen’s Institute on Eden quay, and the 
Roval Mail Steamship Leinster Memorial 
Church. It is a fine memorial to the men 
who lost their lives, if only it were out of 
debt and sufficient funds coming in to carry 
It did a good work in 1927. For 
instance, over 1,600 men slept on the pre- 
mises, and manv a Ssailor’s wife, coming to 
Dublin to meet her husband, a stranger in an 
strange place, has dropped in for the night 
to await the arrival of his ship. The reading 
rooms are in daily use, men dropping in to 
write letters, to plav games, or for a quiet 
chat, while over 1,700 seamen attended Ser- 
vices iv the R.M.S. Leinster Memorial 
Church.

The Chairman said that the Irish Church 
Mission existed because of the serious 
religious differences between their Church 
Controversy was 
only ~ight when necessary, and was necessary 
only when differences were vital. When 
differences were vital and fundamental it 
became their duty to take up such matters. 
Divided, Christendom was a sad sight, but 
in these days there was a widely-fel. desire 
and they thanked God for it-—for reunion. 
Surely it was a God-inspired desire, and they 
all trusted that if would be God-directed. 
Now, with the great Protestant Churches 
there were great difficulties, but no great 
fundamental differences, In this direction re- 
union was not impossible. It was a goal to 
be aimed at, and would to God that all 
would da their best to hasten it. 

But. continued the Chairman, between us 
and Rome, as she is at present, there is an 
impassable gulf. I need not dwell upon 
points of doctrinal disagreement, but only 
mention the one great underlying funda- 
mental difference which exists -between us 
and the Church of Rome in regard to 
authority. ‘he claims infallible authority, 
to which al must bow. We, ow the other 
hand, hold Christianity te be based on the 
acceptance of religious principles rather than 
on obedience td rules of authority. We hold 


We have, as a Church, authority in due 
measure, but our object is so to teach our 
people that they may speedily grow out of 
tutelage. We desire to teach them that thev 
may learn to rely upon their own consciences 
rather than on the direction of others. Thus 
the fundamental difference between us and 


freedom. For this freedom ov forefathers 
died, and we are to-day, I believe, as firm 
in our allegiance to the truth as they were. 

You see the difference is vital—it is a 
guif over which neither side can pass. Such 
a statement oí the position ought not to be 
resented by any Roman Catholic; for the 
existence of the unbridgeable chasm is in- 


sisted upon by their Church as well as by 
ours. You have only to see the Encyclical 
issued last month by the Pope on “ Fostering 
True Religious Union ” to see how definite 
is their position. It is there declared that 
the only possible reunion is by the return 
of all to the Church of Rome, and then t 
is stated that whosoever is not united with 
the Church is not a member of the Bod | 
of Christ, nor is he in communion with 
Christ its Head. These are words which I 
prefer to pass over with silence. 

Our duty seems. to me to be very clear. 
It is to recognise facts and to understand 
that unless Rome changes, reunion with her 
is impossible and unthinkable. Further, it | 
is our duty to have such a society as the 
Irish Church Mission in connection with our 
Church, so that encroachments may ve 
guarded against, so that inquirers may he 
guided, and so that converts may be safe- 
guarded. Lastly, it is our duty to 
remember that those who differ from us are | 
our brothers, that bitterness and acrimony | 
that courtesy, friendship, and 
brotherly kindness are Christian virtues. 
Never let a hastv word or intolerant 
of bigotry our lips; rather let. us 
commend the truth we hold by the gentleness | 
that marks true disciples of Jesu Christ.

The whole 
matter needed an investigation, and it was 
surprising that the traders’ organisations 
directly concerned were not more alive to the 
matter.

licensing of sheps was unanimously adopted. 

In the annua! report, which was unant- 
mously adopted, it was stated that a consider 
able number of complaints had been received 
from members emploved in small retail esta 
biishments. The report expressed the opinion 
that small shops were becoming more and 
more redundant. Proprietors were obliged to 
resort to all kinds of unfair methods, and it 
would appear that every regulation devised 
for the benefit of assistants was disregarded 
by some owners of small shops.

generally, the report expressed the opinion 
that the whole problem of unemployment 
should be lifted out of the element of party 
politics. and leaders of every class in the 
community should regard it as a duty to a 
tempt the solution of the problem in a manne 
which would bring relief to the unemployed 
oi the nation.

WHEREAS it is provided by sub-section (3) of 
section 635 of the Industrial and Commercial Pro- 
perty (Protection) Act, 1927, that the Minister for 
Irdustry and Commerce may by erder make 
rules for the management of the register of 
— agents, and may by such rules prescribe 

particular the educational and professional 

qualifications and the conditions for eligibility for 
registration in that register: 

AND WHERBAS by Rule 7 of the Registers of 
Patent Agents and Clerks Rules, 1927, it is pro- 
vided as follows :— 

(1) Any person, firm or company being at the 
date of issue of these Rules entitled to be entered" 
in the Register of Patent Agents kept by the Char- 
tered Institute of Patent Aents in London shall, 
subject to the requirements of the Act and of these 
Rules, be entitled to be entered in the register of 
patent agenis. 

(2) Any other person who shall have satisfied 
the Minister that his educational and technical 
qualifications, his experience and his personal 
character are such as to render him fitted to 
discharge satisfactorily the professional duties of 
a patent agent shall be entitled to be entered in 
the register. 

(3) The Minister may prescribe an examination 
for the purpose of a ra himself as to the 
educational and technical attainments of any ap- 
plicant under the preceding paragraph, and the 
Standard of attainment necessary to qualify. and 
the fee to be paid for such examination. 

NOW therefore: 

TL The Minister for Industry and Commerce 

hereinafter called the Minister) does hereby pre-

While they remain 
in existence the Free State will be handi- 
capped in its efforts to improve its export 
figures, and the only way in which its 
business men can be compensated is by 
means of further reductions in general 
taxation. We do not know what Mr.

Socialism in Norway. 

Within a fortnight the first Socialist 
Government of Norway has come and has 
gone. It: was formed on January 26th; 
last Wednesday it was defeated on: a 
motion of no confidence, and on Thursday 
M. Hornsrud, the Prime Minister, 
tendered the Cabinet's resignation to the 
King. Although the Labour Party is the 
strongest single party in the Storting, 
holding-sixty-one seats out of 150, it could 
furnish énly a minority Government, and 
therefore could not retain power without a 
certain measure of support from otigr 
parties. . The Times explains the causes of 
the late Government’s speedy failure. A 
wise leader would have sought from the 
outset to mitigate the fears of the 
other parties; but M. Hornsrud in 
his brief fortnight contrived to frighten 
all moderate men. He opened his 
Premiership with a Socialist manifeste 
which ignored the views of all the 
other elements in the Storting, and his 
programme of extreme measures was 
based directly on the principles of Com- 
munism. Norway is heavily taxed at the 
present time; M. Hornsrud proposed to 
increase taxation in a variety of ways. 
The Norwegians, like their neighbours, 
the Swedes, favour in theory the policy 
of universal disarmament, but the Labour 
Government's bold handling. of this 
difficult problem was little to their taste. 
It announced that, with the aim ol 
ultimate disarmament, all military 
exercises during the present year would 
be cancelled. As a resulé of these 
measures, and of the Government’s un- 
concealed disregard for the welfare of 
capitalists, something like a commercial 
panic occurred. Government securities 
fell in value; large sums of money went 
out of the country, and a continuance ol 
this financial uneasiness would have pro- 
duced an industrial crisis. M. Hornsrud 
fell on a Radical motion of censure, in- 
troduced by the former Premier, M. 
Mowinckel, who has been asked to form a 
new Ministry. 

The first Labour Government in Great 
Britain—still the most conservative and 
least experimental of all great countries— 
lasted for ten months, and had no serious 
reactions on the national welfare. Since 
most Scandinavians are philesophers and 
Scandinavia is famous for political and 
social experiments, why has Norway’s first 
Labour Government failed to survive a 
fortnight’s trial? The difference between 
the methods of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and M. one careful to 
respect his opponents’ fears, the other 
scornfully defiant of them—explains the 
paradox only in part. M. Hornsrud s 
Government fell because Norway already 
had experimented freely with socialistic 
measures and had become heartily tired

The City of Downe. 


How does it come to pass that Ulster is 
go much more prolific in works concerned 
with local history than all the other pro- 
yinces? Repeatedly we welcome parish, 
diocesan and family histories hailing from 
the North, and are moved to admire the 
reports of the vigorous Northern Record 
Office. We have received “The City of 
Downe,’’ a volume concerning his native 
Downpatrick which was compiled by the 
late Mr. Edward Parkinson, and now is 
edited by his son. It is a work, not indeed 
of great profug@dity, vet so abounding in 
curious local “fore that County Down men 
will be anxious to possess it, and the 
holiday-maker will find it an illuminating 
guide to local antiquities. Such a work 
could be written about every Irish town, 
were but there pious students enough to 
collect and copy available records. Down- 
patrick—once a great ecclesiastical centre, 
possessed of five abbeys, the very sites of 
which now are lost, and so populous even 
in John Wesley’s day that it gave him 
a bigger congregation than he could find 
in Belfast—has no small title to’ fame. 
There, according to the traditional 
couplet, Ireland's three patron saints are 
interred in a common grave— 

In burgo Duno tumulo tumulantur in Uno 

Brigida, Patricius, atque Columba pius. 
There De Courcy had his vast fortifica- 
tions, and Brian O'Neill perished in the 
great battle commemorated by the bard 
Gilbride Macnamee in 1260. There 
Captain Josias Bodley ate his Christmas 
dinner in 1602, enjoying “a large and 
beautiful collar of brawn,”’ stuffed geese, 
pies of venisons, pasties of marrow and 
some with innumerable plums, “' I do not 
mention, because they are vulgar, other 
kinds of dishes . . . which they 
designate ‘ quelquechoses.’’? Mr. Parkin- 
son champions the traditional belief that 
Duns Scotus was a Downpatrick man. 
Herein he follows another native vf 
County Down, Archbishop MacCawell, the 
noted poet, historian and devotional 
writer, who died im 1696.

Motor Car Licences. 


If fair weather comes during February 
or March, many a motorist who has com- 
mitted his car to the garage for the 
wintry months will be tempted forthwith 


to renew his licence. - Im the Irish Free 


State he is discouraged by the fact that 


the shortest period for which he can take. 


a licence is threé months, ‘counting from 
the first day of January. Thus, if a man 
buys a car to-day, or brings a car already 
in his possession out of the garage, he is 
obliged to take out a licence to enable 
kim to drive the car until the first of 
April. Therefore, he will pay for six weeks 
as much as he would have been required 
to pay had he sought a three months’ 
licence on New Year's Day. In England 
the system of charging the cost of a 
quarter’s licence for a part of a quarter’s 
use of a car does not prevail. There 
when licences are taken out the actual 
number of months is taken as the charge- 
able period—with a small extra per- 
centage for the broken period—instead of 
the number of months from the preceding 
quarter day. This system, we think, 
ought, for reasons of policy as well as of 
equity, to be followed in the Free State 
Organisations of moter cyclists in England 
have urged the Ministry of Transport to 
put motor cycles on the same basis as 
cars. The Ministry has granted the de- 
sired convession in the case of licences 
for motor cycles taken out at any given 
period until the end of thé year; but 
when a motor cycle licence is for a period 
of less than a quarter the whole quarter's 
amount still is charged.

The King has decided to mark his 
appreciation of the great services rendered 
to the-Empire in war and peace by the 
personnel of the merchant navy and of |). 
fishing fleets, and, after consultation wit) 
his Ministers, has appointed the Prince oi 
Wales to the position of “ Master of t!, 
Merchant Navy and Fishing Fleets.” In 
this connection it has to be understoo| 
clearly that the appointment does not in 
any way entail the introduction of a mili 
tary status fo the merchant navy, and thie 
position will confer no rank beyond that 
which is solely titular. Whenever the 
Prince of Wales may appear in connection 
with a mercantile marine dunction, such as 
the launching of vessels or the opening e' 
docks, he may wear the mercantile naval 
uniform authorised by the King some 
little time ago, and that will be the only 
outward sign of his post. The distinction 
is of interest to Ireland, since the honour 
is an Empire one, and, therefore, will h 
used by the Prince when he is in any : 
the Dominions overseas. 


The King’s Initiative. 


It is interesting to record that 
appomtment has been made on the direct 
initiative of the King, who wished

“ His Majesty the King has for some time

bring the British merchant, nayy and fishing

“ With this end in view, and in recognition 
of the splendid service which the merchant 
navy and fishing fleets have réndered to the 
Empire for many centuries, both in peace and 
in war, His Majesty, after taking Ministerial! 
advice, has asked H.R.H. the Prince of Wales 
to assume the title of ' Master of the Mer 
chant Navy and Fishing Fleets.’ ”’ 

It is understood that it is by the King’s 
personal wish that’ the matter. was dis- 
cussed by the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade. Before. the decision was reached 
representatives of all branches of the 
service were’ consulted,-and the King’s 
idea was welcomed by all the interests 
concerned. An 


TITLE CHOSEN BY THE KING. 

Some difficulty was experienced in the 
selection of an appropriate title, which 
would not convey any idea of military 
rank or status, or imply any direct con- 
nection with the Royal Naval Reserve, the 
Reyal Naval Volunteer Reserve, or the 
Royal Navy, and it is understood that 
after various titles, including that of 
“ Warden of the Merchant Navy,’ had 
been considered, it was found that the 
title originally proposed by the King 
could not be improved upon. 

There is no historical precedent for the 
step, and the archives of the Admiralty 
library and the Naval historical section at 
Greenwich were searched for records of 
any previous title of a similar kind with- 
out success. 

The appointment sets up a direct con- 
nection between the merchant service and 
the Crown. When acting in bis new 
capacity at official functions—such as the 
opening of new docks—the Prince will 
wear the standard uniform of the merchant 
service. He will not be invested with the 
title at any formal ceremony, but on 
February 23rd he will attend the dinner of 
the United Kingdom Chamber of 
Shipping, and this will be his first public 
appearance after assuming the new 
dignity. 

Next month he will attend the Master 
Mariners’ Company dinner, and in May 
he will open the new extension of the 
Avonmouth Docks. 


NO MILITARY STATUS. 

“It should be understood that the 
appointment of the Prince to this im- 
portant position does not in any way entail 
the introduction of a military status into 
the mereantile marine,’’ said a high ofificia! 
of the Admiralty. ‘* In peace and war the 
kinpire is dependent on the faithful 
service of the merchant navy, 
In order to honour this fine bodv of officers 
and men ani stewardesses and to bring 
them more closely into touch with the 
(Crown, that the King has made the Prince 
of Wales their head. 


FROM LINERS TO BARGES. 

“The Empire has always realised the 
value of the merchant service, especially 
during the war, when. protected by the 
Royal Navy, it carried on our commerce, 
maintained the food supply 
transported the troops. 

‘There is no doubt that the Prince is 
not going to rest with the bare title. He 
Is going to make it a real and actual 
position He will ie the head of 
whole of the Empire’s merchant vessels, 
from the Aquitania and her sisters, to the 
coal barges of the Thames.”’ 


“ A GREAT ACT OF KINGSHIP.” 

Leaders in the shipping industry ex- 
pressed the keenest satisfaction at the 
appointment last night. 

‘As a British shipowner I deeply appre- 
clate the high honour His Maiety has 
conierred on us by asking the Prince of 
Wales to assume the title,’ said Lord 
Kylsant, head of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, and the Union-Castle 
Line. “Jt is an honour which for all 
time will be greatly svalmud and 
appreciated by all ranks of the British 
Mercantile Marine.’’ 

Sir Burton Chadwick, Deputy Master cf 
the Company of Master Mariners, received 
the news of the appointment with en- 
thusiasm 

“As an old sailor,’ he said, and 
speirking for the Company of Master 
Mariners~a large and distinguished group 
of the most famous seamen in the world— 
I can only say that this gracious act of 
our Sailor King will be received through- 
ont the Service with the deepest satisfac- 
tion. None but a British merchant sea- 
man can so well appreciate all that it 
will mean to the Service, for none but 
the British merchant seaman can under- 
stand how far outside the general scheme 
of things he has been hitherto. This 
appointment is a great act of Kingship 
Not only will it raise the status of this 
great Service to the level of other services 
and professions, but in so doing it may 
well have a marked effect on the 
strencthening and development of the 
British Empire.’’ 


A FINE RECOGNITION. 

Sir Samuel Instone, Chairman of S. 
Instene and Co., Ltd., said that the 
appointment brought welcome recognition 
to the Mercantile Marine. “It is bound 
to do a lot of good,”’ he said. “ On the 
one hand it constitutes a fine recognition 
of what the Mercantile Marine has done, 
and is doing, for the country ; and on the 
other hand the Prince of Wales is 
personally an ideal man for such a posi- 
tion.

Sir Robert Sanders, Chairman of the 
Committee of the Irish Claims Compensa- 
tion Association, writes in a letter to The 
Times:—-We are very, grateful to the 
Duke of Northumberland, his fellow Peers 
and members of the House of Commons 
who are raising. the question of the 
Southern Irish loyalisis in Parliament ‘on 
Thursday next. Their statement pub- 
lished in The Times explains the position, 
and the points may be summarised . as 


. follows: — 


1—Certain definite pledges were made from 
1921 onwards’ by Cabinet Ministers, and also 
in: the. agreement «which . implemented. the 
Free. State Treaty, that the Southern Irish 
Loyalists “should receive fair compensation 
for the injury and loss they suffered owing 
tu their unquestionable loyalty to the British 
Government -during the period of the 're- 
bellion. These were much more than ordinary 
Ministerial pledges.. They were. Treaty terms, 
made with the negotiators of the  Itish 
Treaty, without which Parliament would not 
haye- passed the Free State Constitution Act 
of 1922. 

2—In’ 1923 the then Conservative’ Govern 
ment fully: recognised these pledges. They 
were unanimously accepted at the great Con- 
servative and Unionist Conference of the 
Party, held at Plymouth in Octoher, 1923. 
In 1924 the Prime Minister and tne Cabinet, 
considering that these pledges were in- 
definite, set up a special House of Lords 
Committee, presided over by an independent 
Chairman, Lord Dunedin, to define exactly 
what they were, and advise what steps the 
Government should take to compensate the 
loyalists. (See Parliamentary Paper C.M.D. 
2748, October, 1926.) 

3—Lord Dunedin’s report definitely ascer- 
tained what the pledges were, and stated the 
steps which it was necessary that the Govern- 
ment should take to implement them. 

4—Our Commnittee represerts many hundreds 
of the claimants, and nearly all those who 
claim for destruction of property under the 
British Malicious Injury Acts, and accepted 
the revort as a fair basis of compromise. 

5—The present Government adopted Lord 
Dunedin's report, and, in accordance with it. 
set up the Irish Grants Committee, presided 
over by Sir Alexander Wood Renton. That 
Committee has investigated over 1,900 claims, 
and is still proceeding to investigate the 
balance of the ciaims, which number about 
another 1,500. 

6—In May last the Prime Minister stated 
in Parliament that the Irish Grants Com- 
mittee had full power to recommend com- 
pensation im accordance with Lord Dunedin's 
findings, and Mr. Amerv stated “ that the 
Government hoved to be able to pay the re- 
commendations in full,’’ 

7—in December re the Government de- 
cided to default, and to pay only awards up 
to £250 in full, only £0 ner cent. of the 
awards between £250 and £1,000, and only 
20 per cent. of the awards over £1,000. ' 

The issue is, therefore, a very simple 
one—namely, does Parliament intend to 
sanction the decision of the Government. 
or will provision be made for payment of 
the recommendations made ‘hv the Govern- 
ment’s own committee in full? The honour 
of Parliament ard the British people is 
at stake. 


JUSTICE FOR 
SOUTHERN LOYALISTS 


——— @ — —- 
AN APPEAL TO THE BRITISH 
PEO LE. 

Major Lord Dunalley, D.S.O., has sent 
us the following statement for publica 
110n :-— : 

On behalf of a large number of Southern 
Irish loyalists. who have suffered severely 
like myself, either in person or property, 
by reason of our loyalty and owing to a 
recent decision of His Maijesty’s Govern- 
ment, [ venture to make this direct 
appeal to the sense of justice of the 
British people. 

The Free State Government. passed 
legislation in’ 1923 which prefented. us 
from ebtaining in Ireland the compensa- 
tion. to which we were entitled under the 
earlier law, and we maintained that this 
fact brought into effect the British 
Government’s pledge to pay us adequate 
compensation should the Free State fail 
to do so. 

After much pressure and long delays 
the British Government appointed the 
Dunedin Committee to determine what 
pledges had been given and what further 
action should be taken to fulfil them. 

In October, 1925, the Dunedin Com- 
mittee reported that the British Govern- 
ment had pledged themselves to give full 
compensation over the whole field of the 
losses suffered by Irish loyalists, and re- 
commended that a committee should be 
set up to assess the amount of compen- 
sation in each individwal case. 

The Irish Grants Committee was 
accordingly set up over a year ago ahd 
has since been making recommendations, 
which, although on a basis much less 
than Lord Dunedin found had been 
promised by the Government, have to be 
accepted by the loyalist sufferers. In 
May last the Prime Minister stated in 
Parliament that the terms of reference to 
the Irish Grants Committee fully carried 
out the recommendations contained in 
the report of Lord Dunedin’s Committee, 
and on the same day the Secretary of 
State for the Dominions stated that the 


Government hoped to be able to pay the | 


recommendations in full. 

We now learn that the British Govern- 
ment have announced their decision not 
tc pay these recommendations in full 
where they exceed £250, but only to pay 
half of any excess up to £1,000 and less 
than one-third of any excess over £1,000. 

Almost to a man we loyalists fought 
for the British Empire in the world war, 
and every regimental roll of honour, be 
it Guards, cavalry, riflemen or line, is 
the richer for the names of our Irish 
dead. 

Will the sons who succeed us owe the 
same loyalty to an Empire which has re- 
paid the debt due to their fathers at the 
rate of six shillings in the pound ? 

The honour of the British people is in- 
volved, and we appeal to them in our 
distress to see this wrong righted.

Elaborate schemes. of 
housing. réíorm and the improvement and 
organisation of water and sewage. systems, 
particularly for the smaller towns in the 
country, are, I understand, suggested in 
the report. The community as a whole 
suffers in health and efficiency owing to 
the lack of these services, and this, I 
gather,, the Committee has made a strong 
point in the report. 

Other suggestions deal with road-making 
and repairing and afforestation. 


GREATER EFFICIENCY. 


All these schemes will cost money, but 
their justification lies in the fact that 
they will result in the better health of 
the people and an all-round increase in 
efficiency. 

The Committee has no power to spend 
money: that can only be done by a vote 
of the Dail; but the feeling is general 
that, on account of the prevalence of un- 
employment and the representative char- 


Í acter of the Committee, which consists of 


employers, workers nominees and Govern- 
ment officials, the Government will take 
immediate steps to carry out at least 
some of its recommendations. 

The Committee met for the first time 
on November 25th last year, and its 
interim report was presented to the 
Government before Christmas, although it 
was not printed and issued to the public 
until late in January.

The largest passenger fiving boat ever 
built in England, the Short Jupiter 
Caleutta, was successfully launched yes- 
terday afternoon on the Medway at 
Rochester. 

The new fiying boat has been built by 
Messrs. Short Brothers to the order of the 
Air Ministry for operation by Imperial 
Airways on overseas Empire.air routes. 

It is constructed entirely of metal. Its 
power plant consists of three Bristol 
Jupiter engines, totalling nearly 1,500 
norse-pows r. 

Developed on Sir Alan Cobhaim's Short 
Rolls Royce flying boat in which 
now fiying around Africa, the Caleutta 
carries fifteen passengers in a laree cabin 
bvilt into the metal hull. A buffet is 
fitted at the rear end of the cabin, and is 
eauipped with oil cookin? stoves and Ice 
chests for the serving of either hot or cold 
refreshments.

BERLIN LIBEL CASE.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The mystery of the identity of Frau 
Tchaikovsky, who is reported to be stay- 
ing in the United States at the present 
time as the guest of Mrs. Leeds, formerly 
known as the Princess Xenia of Greece, 
was briefly referred to in the Berlin 
Courts to-day. 

Frau Tchaikovsky is ‘beliéved by some 
to be the Grand Duchess Anastasia, a 
daughter of the late Tsar of Russia. 

The reference was made at a libel 
action, brought by the editor of the 
Nachtausyabe against another Berlin 
journal, the Taegliche Rundschau, for 
alleging that he had received 25,000 marks 
(£1,250) from the ex-Grand Duke of Hesse 
for the purpose of proving that Frau 
Tchaikovsky was an impostor. 

The plaintiff, Dr. Lucke, in evidence, 
said that the investigations which he had 
caused to be made had satisfied him that 
Frau .Tchaikovsky was not the Grand 
Duchess Anastasia, but that her proper 
nanie was Francisca Schanzkovskt, the 
daughter of a Polish farm labourer. 

Dr. Lucke described how he visited the 
Duke of Leuchtenburg in Bavaria, with 
whom Frau Tchaikovsky was staying, in 
order to confront her with persons who 
had known the Grane Duchess Anastasia, 
but that he had not been able to see her 
owing to the attitude of the Duchess of 
Leuchtenburg, who is a Russian Princess. 
The plaintiff stoutly denied that he had 
been paid any money by the. ex-Grand 
Duke of Hesse.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

The bread lines in New York City to- 
day are longer than at any other time 
since 01916. Yesterday, in: freezing 
weather, hundreds of men stood in line 
before the Bowery Mission from early 
afternoon until 7 p.m., when the Mission 
doors opened, waiting for a cup of ccffee 
and a hunk of bread. 

Until a few weeks ago there had not 
been a bread line since the end of the 
war. All free lodging-houses, of which 
most had been closed for several years, 
have been re-opened. Every night each 
has to turn away scores of applicants. 

A few of these are derelicts of other 
davs. The maiority are factory workers 
and other self-respecting persons who 
have long been out of work. Many of 
them come from the textile centres in 
New England, but more from New York 
itself or the neighbouring towns. 

Social workers estimate that there 
at least 5,000 unemploved roaming about 
New York, and the number is increasing. 

Unemployment is probably worse in New 
York than anywhere else, except in the 
mining regiens of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
but many other cities have their problem

A GOVERNMENT SUBSIDY.

OTTAWA. 

Arrangements are being completed, with 
the co-operation of the Federal Govern- 
ment, for the construction of a million 
dollar cold storage plant at New West- 
minster, British Columbia, designed 
greatly to expand the export trade on the 
Pacitic Coast. 

The Government has agreed to a sub- 
sidv of two hundred and seventy thousand 
dollars over five years. being thirty per 
cent of the cost of the plant, in which the 
total investment will be two millions. 

The trading and fishing port of New 
Westminster, on the @raser River Delta, 
is an outlet for the fertile and wealthy 
Fraser Valley agricultural district, and 
already possesses cold storage installa- 
tions. At the same time, it is adjacent to 
Vancouver, by which it is connected by 
electric railway, and is on the Canadian 
Pacific, Canadian National Railways, and 
the Great Northern Railway of the United 
States, not to mention steamship lines. 

It is expected. that this development 
will greatly facilitate the marketing of 
fruits, vegatables and other cold storage 
products of . British Columbia, thus 
enabling efficient competition with the 
United States Pacific ports to be carried 
on.

The Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Heaith wrote enclosing the 
report of the Inspector of Mental Hospitals 
on the inquiry on oath held on January 1 
last into the circumstances attending the 
death: of Thomas Hickey, a patient.

WARRANT ISSUED FOR 
PIONEER’S ARREST. 


In a talk on flying to the: Oxford: Uni- 
versity Conservative Association on Sun- 
day, Sir Philip Sassoon, Under-Secretary 
for .Air, recalled that, in the early days, 
a warrant was out for the arrest of Mr. 
A. V. Roe, the air pioneer, on a charge 
of attempted suicide by persistent efforts 
to fly, when the news that Bleriot had 
flown.the Channel put an end to the pro- 
ceedings. Before the war a speed of forty 
miles an hour was sufficient to win races, 
but to-day machines landed at more than 
that speed, and in flight a speed of five 
miles a minute was almost an accom- 
plished fact. 

At the end of the war Great Britain had 
the most powerful Air Force in existence. 
To-day we were content to have what we 
believed to be the most efficient Air Force 
in the world, and one which, we hoped, 
was, for the moment, sufficient for our 
needs, or which would be sufficient when 
it Was raised to full establishment. 

AIRMEN IN THE NEXT WAR. 

Sir Philip said that what was to be 
feared in the next war was not a con- 
tinuous succession of air raids directed at 
the wiping out of cities and the terrorisa- 
tion of the civilian population. No doubt, 
cities would be attacked, and everything 
possible would be done at the outbreak of 
war to paralyse the enemy’s Government 
and military and civil organisation, trans- 
port and supply. 

In his view, air attack would not be 
relied upon to bring victory. It would 
shortly be followed, perhaps accompanied, 
by an. attempt at invasion by ground 
forces. The problem of England’s 
security had been greatly modified, there- 
fore, but not radically changed, aby the 
advent of air power.

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LONDON TO USS. 
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FOR TRANSATLANTIC 
AIRSHIP SERVICE. 

From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Further details of the plan for a London- 
New York airship service have been given 
by Commander O. D. Burney, M.P., who 
laid his echeme before President Coolidge a 
few days ago. The projected line of 
dirigibles will be a British and American 
undertaking, on legal terms. 

Commander Burney said that an American 
undertaking was being formed to’ build some 
of the airships in this country and operate 
them under the American flag, provided the 
demonstration flights of the R.100—the air- 
now being built in England—were 
successful. 

“ At, the same time,” he said, “the Air- 
ship Guarantee Company of England will 
build an equal number of similar airships in 
Efigland and operate them under the British 
flag upon*the same route, A working arrange- 
ment between the two companies, whereby 
each builds and operates the same number 
of vessels upon the Atlantic route is contem- 
plated; so the enterprise will be, in fact, 
an Anglo-American development.’’

Major-General Sir W. B. Hickie addressed 
a meeting in Derry last Sunday. night 
of the menof the 10th, 16th and 29th Irish 
Divisions in connection with the ‘newly- 
formed 16th Lrish Division Ex-Sérvice Men’s 
Association. There was a large attendance. 

Captain J. M‘Manus outlined the aims of 
the Association which, he said, had been 
started by Lieutenant Burns, Belfast.

“‘ Heavy seas were running, and we had 
to keep her nose to the storm. 

REPEATED FLOODING. 

““ Some time about 10 p.m. a great wave 
swept the vessel, flooding the aft mess- 
room and the chief engineer’s. quarters, 
which were divided by a wooden partition. 
The door was burst from ats hinges; 
tables, _ beds, bunks, and boxes were 
swirled together by such great force that 
everything was smashed to matchwood, 
and nothing remained but a heap of 
débris, Not. an article’ of furniture or 
bedding was saved. 

““ A further mountainous sea flooded the 
after peak hatch, breaking down the stout 
door and filling the hatch with water up 
to the second rung of the ladder. 

“At 4 o'clock on Sunday morning the 
Invergrange was again caught aft by a 
great sea. Part of the steering. mechanism 
was ‘torn from its position, but, very 
luckily for them, the crew Were able to 
make a temporary arrangement which 
kept the steering clear. 

BALING OUT ENGINE ROOM. 

“Two hours later the captain’s cabin 
was swept clear of its belongangs, and the 
débris was swirled around the deck, adding 
to the difficulties of the crew, who never 
got a moment’s rest throughout the night 
or next day. 

“ At two o'clock ‘on Saturday afternoon 
the engine room was flooded and the pump 
jammed. The firemen were called upon to 
assist in baling out the engine room, Big 
buckets were passed from hand to hand 
for four hours, and the firemen and eng)- 
neers varied the baling with attending 
to the fires and machinery. Only in this 
way were they able to keep. their vessel 
afloat. 

‘It was not until Sunday morning that 
the weather began to abate, and the 
worn-out crew were ‘able to relieve each 
other for much-needed rest.’ 

The Invergrange is owned.in Cardiff by 
Messrs.. Hopkins and Paton, and her 
master is Captain John Campbell, of 
Leith.

LINER’S DASH TO CRIPPLED SHIP. 

When the Cunard liner. Ausonia, which 
arrived at Plymouth ‘yesterday from New 
YorkWas ‘on her way to: Halifax she re- 
ceived a wireless message, galling for aid, 
from the British steamer Ixia, which was 
about sixty miles astern, 

Captain W. Stafford immediately re- 
sponded to the call, and, in the teeth of a 
hundred miles an hour hurricane, the 
Ausonia was turned and headed for the 
scene. Further messages announced that 
all the Ixia’s lifeboats had been smashed 
and that the steering gear was jammed. 

Owing to the storm the Ausonia’s top 
speed was about five knots, and all 
through the night messages of encourage- 
ment were sent to the Ixia, the crew of 
which laboured pluckily to clear the 
steering gear. 

When the Ausonia arrived on the scene 
at daylight the Ixia’s crew had succeeded 
in righting the steering gear, but huge 
seas were breaking over the vessel. The 
Ausonia stood by until a .message was 
received. announcing that the Ixia could 
safely proceed. 

CREW WITHOUT FOOD OR COAL. 

The story of how the starving crew of a 
collier with exhausted bunkers was 
succoured during the recent gale was told 
when the Newcastle collier, Eleveen, was 
towed into the Tyne yesterday by the 
Shields tug Joffre. 

A wireless message telling of the collier’s 
plight was picked by the Cullercoat’s 
Marconi Station, and the Joffre, “well 
supplied with provisions, was despatched 
on Sunday from the Tyne in search of her. 

The Joffre eventually sighted the 
Eleveen seventy-five miles south-east of the 
Tyne. The first step was to get: the food 
on board, as the ‘collier’s provisions had 
entirely-given out; as well as her bunkers. 

Owing to the high wind and rough sea 
it was impossible to use a lifeboat, but 
communication. was established by means 
of a transport line irom. the cdilier’s fore- 
castlé to ‘the tug’s after bridge. In this 
way food was sent across in bags, the 
operation being performed’ without any 
damage. 

The Joffre then brought the Eleveen 
safely into the Tyne, whither she was 
bound. 

TRAWLER LOST FOR A MONTH. 

After being practically lost in Northern 
seas for just upon one month, through a 
defective compass, the. French steam 
trawler Edmund Rene, of Fecamp, with 
her crew of twenty men, was towed into 
the Tyne on Sunday by the Fleetwood 
trawle: Darwen. : 

The French vessel had passed through 
a period of great anxiety and many 
adventures, and was picked up just in 
time. All her trawl boards and deck pond 
béards had. been burned up alter her 
supply of 200 tons of bunker coal became 
exhausted. | 

The French boat was fortunate in having 
a large supply of food on board, and this 
held . out through careful. rationing, 
although the cook had to borrow fresh fisb 
for Sunday morning’s breakfast. 

The steam.-trawler - Lineslade Castle 
landed at Swansea on Sunday night ten 
shipwrecked men of the Milford Haven 
trawler Oku, which foundered ‘during 
Saturday’s gale off the Irish coast.

MR. CHARLES D. BARRY, K.C. 

o record the death of Mr. C., Dy 
Barry, K.C., who passed away very suddenly 
from heart failure on the morning of the ‘7th 
inst. at the Hotel Ruhl, Nice.

Barry. he was not much known, perhaps, to

More than useful-at lawn tennis, 
he played into the final of the Irish champton- 
ship in the days when there were giants at 
the game in Ireland, and also reached the 
semi-final af the English championships af 
Wimbledon. 

The achievement he set greatest store on, 
however, was that of riding the winner of 
the race for representatives of the legal “pro- 
fessions over a four miles course at Old 
Fairyhouse on February 27th, 1888. .:There 
were twelve competitors, and all “ got.’’-the 
course, which was no small feat of its kind.

The gravesidé itself was a shambles, for in 
the-narrow. space Were strewn fifty bodies of 
those sacrificed: to. the-spirit of the dead.

Over thé upper part of her 
body was # cloak entirely toyered with bead- 
work and fringed with dangling golden rings. 
The cloak was fastened to the right shoulder 
with three pins oí gold and lapis lazuli, on 
one. of “which: was inscribed the Queen’s 
name.

In the South-Western Police Court, London, 
vesterday, before Mr. Sandbach, K.C., two 
men were put forward charged with the 
»urder of Police Constable Gutteridge, of the 
hssex Constabulary, in the early hours of 
the morning of September 27th, 1927. They

Frederick Guy Browne, of Sisters avenue, 
Lavender Hill, Londun, and 

Wilham Henry Kennedy, aged 41, a com- 
positor, of no fixed address. 

lhe wives of Kennedy and Browne were 
given seats in the front row of the tall public 
callery. Both were dressed entirely in black. 
Nearly half the ‘‘ spectators ” in the gallery 
were police officers in civilian clothes, 

The (rown was represented by Sir Travers 
Humphreys, with whom was Mr. H. D. 
Roome. Mr. Edmond O'Connor appeared for 
Browne, while Kennedy was deiended by 
Mr. Oscar Tomkins. The Public Prosecutor 
(Sir Archibald Bodkin) had a seat beside 
counsel. 

Chief Inspector Berrett, who has charge of 
the case, occupied a seat beside the Court 
Inspector, and next to him sat Superintendent 
Brown, one of the “ Big Five ” of Scotland 
Yard. Upon the bench beside the magistrate, 
Mr. Sandbach, K.C., was Captain Unett, 
Chief Constable for Essex; Capiain F. H. L. 
Stevenson, Governor of Brixton Prison, and 
Dr.. Watson, medical officer of the prison.

It was of the same size and had fired a bullet 
of the size of the bullets which were found, 
one actually in the head and two others in 
the ground close to the head of the murdered 
man. 

“The prisoner, Browne, at that time was 
living at a place at 33a Sisters avenue, Clap- 
ham.

“I AM DONE FOR NOW.” 

Sir Thomas Humphreys then described the 
arrest of Browne, in whose pocket was found

he said he had for a long time, but he 
did not know where he had got it, Another 
forceps, bandages, gauze, boric lint, and 
other articles were found in Browne's office, 
and counsel suggested that all these things 
were the property of Dr. Lovell, and had 
been Stolen with the car. 
‘In Browne's hip pocket when arrested 
‘ound twelve revolver cartridges. One 
at least was marked ‘4,’ and was of the size 
‘hat fired bullets similar to those found in 
Police Constable Gutteridge’s head and near 
his body. When these were found Browne 
remarked, ‘That has done it. Now you have 

und them, it is all up with me.” At his 

ouse a Smith-Wesson revolver fully loaded 
‘A as found, with eleven extra cartridges. 

“ That. is not the revolyer which murdered 
Police Constable Gutterid: e,” Sir Travers said. 
emphatically. ‘It is pa of importance in 
this case showing that Browne had something 
hike a weapon in his possession, and that in 
his house, and apparently kept there was a 
weapon so that he would not require any other 
‘or the purpose of protecting his property. 
At the same place there were found two 
further packets of Webley cartridges marked 
4.” Mark ‘4’ cartridges are not by any 
Means common, as [ have remarked, lé is, 
deed, a matter of extraordinary rarity, and 
‘imost an impossibility to buy them if you 
“ant them. The Angus-Sanderson car was 
‘earched, and in ene pocket—the usual pocket 
close to the right-hand side of the driver of 
bie car, inside the door—was fousd a Webley i 
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revolver, No. 351,931, fully leaded with six 
Cartridges marked ‘4.’ On this being shown 
to Browne he remarked, ‘You have found 
that, have you! I am done for now.’ 

“I will remind you that at this stage the 
only charge against Browne was of stealing 
& motor car, in which there was no question 
of revolvers being used. 

LOAC :0 PISTOLS. 

“You may think that he had in his mind 
something much more serious than the steal- 
ing of a metor car. At his house there was 
found. another loaded pistol, not a very 
serious weapon, but quite a small weapon, of 
no importance in this case, that when 
it was shown to Browne it led 
the following observation: ‘Oh, you have 
found that; have you’? That is no good. It 
would only tickle you unless it hit you jn a 
vital part. If you had stopped me when | 
was in the car I would have shot five of you 
and saved the other one for myself. I shall 
have to have a machine gun for you next 
time.’ 

“In the Angus Sanderson car another 
Webley revolver was found. This was not in 
the usual place, but in a little place behind 
the driver's seat. It was fully loaded. 

““Coming"back to the first revolver found, 
Browne made another statement to a second 
officer. It happeved that he was taken to the 

lice station avy two men, Hawkyard and 
Redheath. and to one of them he said: ‘ How 
many of you are there? All you lot tv 
pinch me. It was a good job you did not 
collar me when I was in the car. Some of 
you would have gone west, and me with you. 
Referring to the revolver he gaid: ‘1 have 
seen six men shot down with a gun like that, 
and you can take it from me they did not 

et up.’ : 

“Chief Inspector Berrett, who had been in 
charge of the inyuiries, was informed when 
Browne was detained on a charge of stealing 
the motor car. He told Browne he had 
been making inquiries concerning the murder 
of P.C. Gutteridge, and asked him if he 
could account for his movements on the 
night of October 26.” 

Counsel was proceeding to quote a state- 
ment made by Browne to the Chief Inspector, 
when Mr. O’Connor objected. 

After argument, the magistrate ruled that 
the statement was clearly :admissible, 

MEDICAL APPLIANCES. 

Referring to the Webley revolver, Sir 
Travers said that Browne, in his statement, 
said he got it some time last April. He 
gave £3 for it at Tilbury Doeks to a sailor 
whom he did not know. He said it was un- 
loaded when he bought it, and that the am- 
munition was obtained from another man, 
who said he had got it in the Army 

He also said—which was perfectly true— 
that the ammunition was a very old type. 
Ha said the revolver afterwards hecame very 
rusty. He had never used it, but he loaded 
it so that he could frighten anybody in case 
they interfered with him. The reason he 
carried it was that he had twice been sig- 
nalled to stop by persons, and on one occa- 
sion a man jumped on the dashboard. 

“He was then asked about the various 
articles which are said to belong to Dr. 
Lovell. He said he got these various things, 
the bandages and soforth, in case of injury, 
and said that he had bought .írom various 
chemists, some from a chemist at Sheffield. 
He said he got the lamp at a street market. 
He had never been out in Essex that night, 
and that he had no connection with the 
murder of Gutteridge. 

“The Smith and Wesson revolver, the 
second Webley, and the cartridges found in 
diferent places he admitted having, but de- 
clined to give any information as to where he 
got them. : 

DRAMATIC ARREST OF KENNEDY, 

Coming to the case of the other prisoner, 
counse! said that Kennedy and his wife 
hurriedly left London the dav after Browne’s 
arrest, and were traced to Liverpool, where 
the man was arrested. I{ was quite clear 
Kennedy was then attempting to escape from 
expected arrest, for he was dressed only in 
his shirt and trousers, over which he had 
hurriedly put on an overcoat. But he had 
found time to put a fully-loaded automatic 
pistol in the pocket oí the overcoat. 

‘When Sergeant Mathieson came up and 
told him to stop, Kennedy turned on him, 
put the barrel of the pistol to the sergeant’s 
ribs and sail: ‘ Stand back. Bill, or I will 
shoot you.’ The officer, with the courage 
one knows is seldom absent from officers of 
ihe police, ciosed with the man with the 
pistol against his ribs. He seized the revolver, 
gave Kennedy a blow which incapacitated him 
for a moment, and was able to hold him until 
the other officers came to his assistance. 
“At the police station it happened that 
Sergeant Mathieson was passing by the room 
where Kennedy was detained. Kennedy said 
to him: ‘I am sorry. I have no grudge 
against the police, but you should be in 
Heaven now, and there was one for me.’ ”' 

When Kennedy saw his wife after arrest 
he said to her : ““You know, my dear, that when 
I was arrested at Liverpool yesterday I told 
vou I thought it: was something more serious 
than stealing a car. These officers are in- 
quiring about the policeman murdered in 
Essex - 

“JJ KNOW WHO DID IT." 

His wife said: “ You did not murder him; 
did you?” 

Kennedy replied: “No. I did not; but 
I was there, and know who did.” - Then he 
said: “If I am charged with murder and 
found guilty 1 shall be hanged and vou will 
be a widow. On the other hand, if I am 
charged and found guilty of being an acces- 
sory after the fact I shall receive a long 
sentence of penal servitude, and I shall he 
a long time away from you. Will you wait 
for me?’ The answer ef the wife was “Yes.” 
and Kennedy said: “ What shall I do then?” 

She said: “Tell these gentlemen the 
truth.” 

Kennedy, said: “ All might, 
turning to Inspector Berrett without any 
request from the inspector, said: “You can 
take down what I want to Say, and I will 
sign it.’ He then made a statement. 

Mr. Tompkins objected to the statement 
being read, and, after legal argument, 

The magistrate said that he would listen 
to the circumstances in which the statemcnt 
was made and than give his decision. 

Sir Travers “said that he did not propose 
to cail any evidence that dav except that of 
the widow. 

WIDOW EXAMINED. 

Mrs. Gutteridge was then assisted into the 
witness box, She was dressed in deep mourn- 
ing, and wept as she took the oath. Her 
answers to questions put by Mr. Roome were 
inandible to all except the chief court. usher, 
who conveved the answers to the magistrate. 

The Clerk read over her evidence and she 
was assisted from the crowded court. 

The magistrate, after consultation with Sir 
Travers Humphreys and other counsel 
engaged in the case, said that the hearing 
would he adjourned until Tuesday, February 
2ist,. when, he said, he would devote the 
whole day to it.

SON’S EVIDENCE AT 
INQUEST, 
i ————— 


_ The inquest on Mr. Alfred Charles 
Bertram Webb, who was shot on the stairs 
leading to his flat in Pembridge square, 
London, on Thursday last, was opened and 
adjourned yesterday. 

The Paddington Coroner, Mr. H. R. 
Oswald, in adjourning the proceedings until 
Tuesday, March 6th, said that if there was 
an arrest in the meantime he would dismiss 
the jury. 

Mr, Beraard Appleby Webb, of Belmont 
Park, Lee, a bank official, identified tue 
body as that of his brother. He was 47 
years of age, was an accountant, and had 
an office in the West End. 

Clifford Bertram Webb, an articled clerk, 
son of the dead man, ,siated that he drove 
his father: home on Thursday, reaching tha 
fiat at about 6.30. A friend of his father, 
Mr. Frank Sweeny, was with them. The 
flat was on the first floor, and they all went

up. 
É My father got his key out of his pocket,” 
said the witness. “We noticed that the 
window panel of the door was broken. My 
father pushed the door open as far as It 
would go. The chain was up, and it opened 
about four inches. My father called out ‘ Is 
that you, kiddy!’ meaning my mother. There 
was a light inside.” 

Continuing, witness said that his 
said, ‘‘ Look out! There is someone in there. 
Having the door slightly opened he could see 
in, and witness thought that was when 
he saw the man. Then his father suddewly 
said “ Run!” and a voice inside the flat said 
“ Put them un!” 

Questioned as to the voice in the flat, the 
witness said he thought it was a “ put on” 
voice. He would not like to swear that he 
would recognise the voice if he heard it 
again; but he might if he heard -it in 
similar circumstances. 

‘*T once heard a man’s voice that I had not 
heard for twenty years, said the Coroner. 
““I did not see his face, but I heard his 
voice, and knew him at once I think it is 
better than finger-prints.”’ 

The Witness, continuing. said that when 
his father said “Run!” Mr. Sweeney ran, 
but witness remained. Then his father 
again told him to run, and he did. 

The Coroner—When you got outside, 
you hear somethinc?—Yes, when I 
hnttle way outside I heard a shot. I was 
about. fifieen yards from the gate. It was a 
report like the sound of a pistyl, and was not 
very loud 

What. did you’ do then?—Just after it J 
turned round and saw a man come out of 
the gate and run away in the opposite 
direction. I ran after him. 

You chased him and lost him ?—Yes. 

After that when you lost him did you 
return to the flat? —Yes 

And did you see your father lving down !— 
Yes, half-way. up the stairs. 

My father had his feet crossed, Mr. Clifford 
Webb continued, and his head was on one 
side. Blood was pouring from a wound just 
above the left eye. I took off my coat and 
laid it under his head and unfastened his 
collar. Later the police and-the doctors 
arrived, and he was taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital. I was with him when he died, at 
about two o clock on Friday morning. 

Police Constable Cockman, of Notting Hill, 
said that he was called to the house in Pem- 
bridge square at 6.30 on Thursday. As he 
approached he saw a man run across from 
the corner of Pembridge square. “ When 1] 
got to the gate of the house I was met by a 
number of people. They were all excited. and 
I heard them call out, * There he goes.” They 
were pointing in the direction of the man J 
had seen run into Dawson place.” 

Mr. Oswald—I do not propose to take the 
next piece of evidence you could give ime. 
I won't ask you about that man 

After tne medical evidence, the Coroner 
said, “ ‘That 1s all the evidence I propose to 
take to-day. The police are still searching 
for the muyscreant, and I do not want to 
hamper their efforts ny going into more 
details.”’

DUBLIN ACCOUNTANT’S 
EVIDENCE, 
vs 


The hearing was resumed, before the Lord 
Chief Justice and a jury, in the King’s Bench 
Division, London, yesterday of the action 
brought by Mr. F. A. Mitchell Hedges, the 
explorer, of Sandbanks, Parkstone, Dorset, 
‘against the London Hzpress Newspapers, 
Limited, for alleged libel contained in the 
issues of the Daily Express of January 21st 
and 22nd, 1927. 

The action was a sequel to a “ hold-up” 
on the Ripley road on the night of January 
14th last year, when Mr. Hedges and Mr. 
Colin Edgell were stopped while motoring 
from London to Bournemouth, and, on going 
down a lane where a man was said to have 
been injured, were ‘‘attacked”’ by several 
men, who then ran away. 

It was alleged that in an article published 
on January 2lst, under ‘the headings, “' The 
Robbery on the Riplev Road,’’ “The True 
Story of the Great Ifidnight Hold-up,”’ “ A 
pure Fake,” “ Mr. Mitchell Hedges and Dick 
Turpin Gray,” the newspaper had libelled 
Mr. Hedges by suggesting that he was a 
party to a bogus hold-up on the road, engi- 
neered t advertise Monomarks. While not 
disputing that the hold-up was a hoax, Mr. 
Mitchell Hedges denied that he was anv 
party to it, and said that he had suffered 
loss in his journalistic and lecturing work as 
a result of having been identified with such a 
fraud on the public. 

He contended that he was entirely in 
ignorance of the conspiracy before the hold- 
up, and claimed damages for libel, saying 
that his re;utation had suffered. 

The defendants pleaded justification with 
regard to the first of the two alleged libels. 
and of the second aileged libel they said 
that the woids were not defamatory. 


COMPANION’S STORY. 

Mr. C. Edgell, who-had been examined 
in support of Mr. Hedges’s case last Thurs- 
day, was further cross-examired by Mr. W. A. 
Jowitt. K.C.. leading counsel for the defence, 
vesterday. He said that it was his impression 
that at the dinner in the National Liberal 
Club on January 6th, 1927, he mentioned the 
route that he intended to take on his trip to 
Bournemouth. 

Dealing with what occurred on January 
14th, Mr. Edgell said that. apart from a 
scratch on Mr Hedges’s forehead, there was 
no visible sign of injury to anybody after the 
‘*hold-up.’’ The driver of their car was cross 
examined by the police after the affair, and 
fainted. 

Mr. Jowitt—Do you remember Mr. Mi‘chell 
Hedges being rung up by the Daily Express’ 
—Yes, I do remember that. I think it was the 
Sunday Express. 

Did Mr. Mitchell Hedges tell vou that the 
reporter had said that thev had certain de 
finite inforrsation showing that it was a 
publicity stunt ?—I do not think he put it like 
that. He said: ‘‘ They asked me if it was 
a publicity stunt.’ 

And thev said they had sufficient evidence 
to prove that it was?—J was not aware of 
that. 

When Bagot Gray called at Mr. Hedzges’s 
suite on the Sundav morning after the hoax, 
why were you surprised to see him’—I was 
surprised when I knew what his mission was. 

He was surprised that Mr. Gray called, and 
he was amazed when he knew the reason why 
he had called. He did not receive a letter 
of apology from Mr. Grav. 

Mr. Jowitt—What did Mr. Gray say? Did 
he say what we now know to be the truth, 
that this was a publicity stunt’— He did. He 
explained that it was done to show that the 
voung men had still some spirit of adven- 
ture leit. 

SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE. 

Lord Hewart—How was the spirit of ad 
venture to be disclosed? How many were to 
attack how fev? 

Mr. Edgell—Mr. 
arrangements. 

Lord Hewart—How many did you see in 
the attacking party?—I was under the im- 
pression that there were four or five, and I 
probably gathered that from discussing the 
matter with Mr. Hedges after the held-up 
and before we arrived at Guildford. 

_Lord Hewart—Did it seem a very impres- 
sive exhibition of valour that five or six 
persons should unexpectedly attack two 
persons ’—I think it was far from it. 

Mr. Jowitt—You know now that it was a 
publicity hoax ?—I have known it for a short 
time. 

When did you learn that ?—Quite recently. 
when I saw a statement Mr. Bagot Gray had 
prepared. 1 think it was during the past 
month. 

Lord Hewart—Will vou answer the ques- 
tion? Counsel is putting it to vou, what 
Bagot Gray told you at the beginning was a 
lie?—Yes, 

Has that made any difference. to your re- 
lations with him ’—No. 

When you learned about this story being a 
lie did vou expostulate’—I certainly did. 

Mr. Edgell was smiling. and Lord Hewart 
asked. “Did you laugh like that. Mr. 
Edgell?’"—No, I did not. I said, ‘‘ Why on 
earth have vou kept it to yonrself all this 
time?” 1 think .he said he had some reason 
for keeping it to himself. 

Lord Hewart—Did you say that to do such 
a thing for a low down advertisement and 
then lie about it was horrible?—I said some- 
thing like that. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Jowitt, opening for the defence, said 
that his suggestion to the jury was that Mr. 
Mitchell Hedges was an imposter, making a 
claim he could not substantiate, and making 
such a high claim that he knew he could not 
substantiate it. 

Mr. William Shaw, chartered accountant, 
of Dublin, said that he had met Miss Eileen 
Graves and Mr. Bagot Gray in 1926. He 
had met Mr, Binstead a few days before the 
first. or abortive, attack. He went to the 
dinner to Mr. Mitchel) Hedges at the National 
Liberal Club on January 6th at the invitation 
of Mr. Bagot Gray. After the dinner he 
went for a motor drive with Mrs. Bagot 
Gray, Mr. Binstead and one of the Taylor 
boys. By arrangement, the car, which he 
understood belonged to Mr. Binstead, made 
for a spot which he now knew to be the 
Chatley Jane. 

The car was left) in the main road, in 
charge of Mr. Binstead. The remainder of 
the party went down the lane. There, by 
arrangement, they waited for a Daimler car, 
which was to come along. 

‘““Who were you 
counsel. 

“Mr. Mitchell Hedges 
Edgell,’’ replied the witness. 
Was that part of the arrangement ’—Yes, 

What happened!—I was in a good position 
on that- occasion, my job being to stand out 
in the middle of the road and wait for a 
signal from Robson, who was not one of the 
motor party. 

What was the signal Robson was to give?— 
He was to drive about 100 yards in front of 
the ‘Daimler car and give warning, so that 
I cotild step out and stop the car. 

How did it work out?—It did not work 
out. (Laughter.) Robson could not manage 
to get in front of the Daimler car, which 
rushed past. 

RECRIMINATION.

Allegations of a painful nature as to. the 
family relations of well-to-do people named 
Flower, of Barry, Ballymahon, County 
Longford, were made at Longford Circuit 
Court in a probate caee in respect of the will 
of John Flower, ‘who died of pneumonia in 
November, 1927. The will was not read m 
court; but it transpired from the evidence 
that certain allegations were made against the 
widow and that the two youngest children, 
aged three yeurs and one year and three 
months respectively, were disinherited, while 
provision was made for the othere. 

Mr. Delany, solicitor for Mrs. Flower, con-. 
tended that, according to the recent Russell 
divorce case, when Lord Birkenhead, in the 
House of Lords, decided that a parent cannot 
impute bastardy to any child born while the 
husband and wife were living together, the 
will, on account of the allegation in question, 
was invalid, and he also argued that the man 
was suffering from delusions, and was 
delerious, and was incapable of making a 
will, 

lt was stated. with regard to the second 
last child, that Mrs. Flower left her hueband’s 
house before it was horn, and that the child, 
although the family was Protestant, was 
abandoned at the Roman Catholic Church at 
Carrickedmund, and was baptised a Roman 
Catholic by the parish priest, the Key. Father 
McGivney, sl ig given the name '' John 
Green’’ as a foundling. Subsequently Mrs. 
Flower was arrested for deserting the child, 
and was let out on bail. The child was 
afterwards taken to a Protestant Home in 
Dublin, and Mrs. Flower, in her evidence, 
admitted that her husband had never seen 
the child. 

THE WILL. 

Mr. Nally, solicitor, repiying to Mr. Hogan, 
for the executor, the Rev. M. Stoney, Rector, 
who sought probate, gave evidence as te 
making the will and that the testator was 
perfectly normal. He named property for 
the elder children, and when he came to the 
two younger he hesitated, and said that he 
supposed he must disinherit the wife and 
these two children. After a pause he said 
that he would do nothing that day, and 
asked Mr. Nally to call next day; when he 
would have made up his mind. 

The Rev. Mr. Stoney said that he saw the 
deceased man every day and he appeared 
He asked witness 
to send his (Flower's) eldest daughter for the 
solicitor to settle his affairs. Mrs. Flower 
told witness that she would send the 
daughter, but next day he found that the 
solicitor had not been sent for, and he fetched 
him himself. It was Mrs. Flower herself who 
came to him with the last child to be 
baptisel, and he gave it the name of Flower 
by her instructions, and afterwards the 
husband came to him and said that he should 
not have called the child by the name of 
Flower. 

THE DEFENCE. 

For the defence, Dr. Joyce, Ballymahon, 
said that the deceased man, as a result of 
pneumonia, was suflering from delirium. 

Mrs. McKeon, who nursed him, said that 
even before the will was made he was suffer- 
ing from delirium. He thought there was a 
boy sitting in the window “ pegging ”’ 
at him and someone leaping on him in the 
bed. He also came downstairs twice in his 
night aitire

MINISTRY AND A LEITRIM 
DEPUTATION. 

When the Dail voted £150,000 for relief of 
unemployment Leitrim County Couneil de- 
cided that they would not impose any addi- 
tional rates on the people to obtain certain 
grants, and agreed to send a deputation, im- 
efuding four baois for the county, to the 
Department to press the case for greater 
grants fo the county, and the removal of the 
stipulation regarding rates contribution owing 
to Leitrim Deing a congested county and |

At a meeting of the County Board of 
Heaith a letter was read from the Department 
reiterating the courses that should have been 
tuken fo qualify for certain of the grants. 
The letter went on:—‘' The Department 
could not eutertain any applications for 
grants unless nace through the lecal au- 
thonty, and, according to the resolution of 
the Leitrim Connect on álst December last, 
the Council wery not desirous of iunposing 
any additional burden on the rates at the 
present time for the carrying out of public 
nealth work. The funds provided for the 
relief of unemployment have been fully al- 
located, and no applications can now be enter- 
tained from any local authority for grants 
for the carrying out of public works. In the 
ciicutastances the Minister does not see that 
any useful purpose would be served in putting 
the proposed deputation to the trouble of 
attending in Dublin to discuss the matter at 
this stage.” 

The Board of Health made no comment on 
the letter, which was merely initialled by the 
chairman. 
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A HAPPY SETTLEMENT. 


The dispute between the Belfast Board 
of Guardians and the Ministry of Home 
Affairs regarding the proposed “' labour 
test ’’ relative to able-bodied applicants 
for special oufdoor relief has been happily 
settled, and the Guardians are to be 
congratulated on having won their case 
in the face of strong official opposition. 

[¢ will be recalled that the scheme sub- 
mitted by the Board was rejected by the 
Ministry; with the result that nothing 
was done to renew the special order for 
relief, which had lapsed, and some 2,500 
persons were left absolutely destitute. A 
crisis naturally arose, as hundrede of 
families were sufferings and Belfast does 
not encourage victimisation of the poor 
because someone has blundered.

Laurence Grogan, dairyman, Fairview

Guard Delaney deposed to finding five 
sheep lame on the defendart’s lands ut 
Broadmeadows, Swords, and, on examining 
two. of them, found the hoofs rotten and 
the sheep in pain. The field, which was 
| seven or eight statute acres in extent, was 
exceptionally bare, and he could see nothing 
on it for the sheep to eat. He found the 
same conditions on three other visits. 

M. Brangan, a neighbouring farmer. said 
that, in his opinion, the sheep were starving. 

The Justice said that he was perfectly 
satisfied that the defendant bad allowed the 
sheep to suffer unnecessarily, end convicted 
on the first charge of specific cruelty and 
fined the defendant 40s. He dismissed the 
charge in respect of the 24 sheep and two 
horses. He allowed £2 2s. witnesses’ ex- 
penses, and commended Guard Delaney for 
good police work.
